HE art of making good fritters 
is one well worth cultivating.

So-called vegetable fat or oil is the 


best for frying fritters, as no odors 
are retained and the grease may be 
strained and used again. Fritter-bat- 
ter varies little, except that the 
sweetening is omitted when fritters 
are to be made with meat or fish, 
and .lessened for those made of veg- 
etables. The batter in all cases must 
be beaten smooth before the flav- 
oring foundation is added. Tho bat- 
ter may be kept over a day in a cold 
place if any is left over.
